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OFF-FARM AND ON-FARM GRAIN STORAGE CAPACITY

Capacity of off-farm commercial grain storage
totaled 8.77 billion bushels in the United States on
December 1, 2006, up 3 percent from December 1,
2005. Twenty-three States showed increases in
capacity from a year earlier while 13 States recorded
decreases and seven States were unchanged.

lllinois continued to lead all States in off-farm
storage capacity, followed by lowa, Kansas, Nebraska
and Texas. These five States accounted for 52 percent
of the Nation's off-farm storage capacity on December
1, 2006. Kentucky ranks 24th among States reporting
capacity, with 65.0 million bushels.

U.S. off-farm storage facilities totaled 9,348 on
December 1, 2006, down 148 facilities from December
1, 2005. Kentucky ranks 16th, tied with North Carolina
at 190 facilities, a decrease of 5 facilities from
December 1, 2005.

The United States on-farm storage capacity
totaled 11.6 billion bushels on December 1, 2006, up 1
percent from December 1, 2005. Kentucky on-farm
grain storage capacity totaled 175 million bushels, up 3
percent from December 1, 2005.
